homestead entry at noou on April 2d 
next. All persons are warned that 
nnder the terms of the act of Congress, 
any person who shall occupy any of 
laid lands before the time mentioned 
are forever barred from making entry 
thereon, and the officers of the United 
States are requested to strictly enforce 
this act.
